THE DANGERS OF MT. BLANC. 
By Professor H hymper. 
There are avalanches of different kinds, but 
when the term “avalanche" Is used it is gen­ 
erally supposed to apply to falls of great 
bodies of snow or ire. 
One of the A m occasions of this kind 
which attracted attention took place in 1820, 
upon Mont Blanc, and It is commonly called 
the Hamel accident. 
Dr. Hamel, a Russian, 
set out on Aug. 18 to go up Mont Blanc, ac- 
companied by two Englishmen and eight guides. 
Fhey 
had ascended to a height ot more than 14,000 feet, with 
live guides in front, who were rutting or making steps, 
when all at once the snow above them gave way and 
the entire party was c arried dov n a thousand feet or 
more over the slopes which they had foiled. 
Snow again broke away above, and more or less cov­ 
ered up the whole party. 
Some of them struggled out, 
but three of the leading gulden were hurried Into a 
crevasse and buried under an immense mass of snow. 
Ten year* wfter »wH. when d e d u c t Mig a nother tourist 
up Mont Blanc by the same route, one of the surviving 
guides pointed to the crevasse and said to his employ­ 
er, “They are there." 
“It was a melancholy reflection.’' remarked the tour­ 
ist, "and all of the guides seemed to feel deeply the loss 
of their Ill-fated comrades, who will In all probability 
remain Imbedded there till the day of Judgment." 
He 
was wrong 
At that time (1830) the bodies were no 
doubt a considerable distance from the spot where 
the accident occurred, for the dismembered remains 
of the three unfortunates commenced to reappear at 
th* lower end of the Glarier den B orons in 1881, more 
than four miles away, in a direct line, from the place 
where they perished, and must have traveled down on 
an average at the rate of 500 feet per annum

At once the most 
intellectual and the most emotional, the most univer­ 
sal and the most personal of the arts, music is. indeed, 
the most potent of all consolations for the troubles of 
workaday existence.

OUN D. ROCKEFELLER celebrated his seventieth birthday by 
giving $10,000,000 to the General Education Boa rd, m aking Abe 
total of his gifts to that philanthropy the stupendous sum 
of ISS,OOO,OOO and bringing the grand total of his known ben­ 
efactions to the aggregate of $120,OOO,<>00. 
Add his unknown 
gifts to innumerable Institutions, objects and individuals, and 
the final figures are probably in excess of $135,000,000—a sum 
of money so huge that its magnitude is difficult to estimate. 
Take alone tile gift of $10,000,000 officially announced by Frederick T. 
Gates, chairman of the General Education Board. 
Some idea of what $10,- 
000,000 amounts to can be had in this way: 
A comfortable home, capable 
of adequately housing a family of average circumstances, can be bought in 
Brooklyn for $.*>,000. 
Mr. Rockefeller s gift would buy 2,000 such homes for 
2,000 families. 
His total gifts of $53,000,000 to the General Education Board 
would buy 10,000 such homes. 
The total of all of his gifts, $135,000,000, 
would buy 27,000 such homes. 
Five persons is the average of a family. 
Twenty-seven thousand such homes would mean a city of 135,000 persons. 
There are many pretentious cities in the United States where all of the 
homes of its citizens do not represent an outlay of half the money given 
away by Mr. Rockefeller. 
Report has given Mr. Rockefeller $400,000,000, but men with some means 
of estimating his wealth say that is an exaggeration. If his fortune he $300,- 
000,000, his income at 5 per cent would be $15,000.0(H). 
lf $400,000,000, it 
would lie $20,000,000. 
This $51,000,000 he has given the General Education 
Board is for a single purpose—to multiply and widen educational facilities 
for American boyg and girls, irrespective of creed or anything else. 
Col­ 
leges all over the country, particularly in those sections where the need is 
greatest, are the beneficiaries of the fund. 
They receive $5,000, $10,000, 
$50,000, $100,000 or $200,000, or whatever sum the trustees of the fund be­ 
lieve they are entitled to.—-New York World.

Ynln* of Wood Auh*-*. 
The question often arises as to the 
value of ashes for fertilizer. 
Profes­ 
sor Ten Eyck, of the Kansas experi­ 
ment station, says that an average 
sample of unleached wood ashes con­ 
tains about 7 per cent of potash and 2 
per cent of phosphoric acid, which at 
current prices of these plant foods 
would make the ashes worth about $9 
a ton. 
Besides the actual fertilizing 
value, by reason of the 
potash and 
phosphoric acid contained, there 
Is 
some value to ashes simply by the 
power which the potash has to make 
Tfib nitrogen of the soil available for 
plant use by its chemical action upon 
the organic m atter and hum us of the 
soil. 
The potash In ashes exists In a 
readily soluble form and Is thus Im* 
mediately available for 
plant food. 
Tho grower can well afford to pay $8 
to $10 a ton for good wood ashes. Coal 
ashes are of little value as far as plant 
food Is concerned, but thfcy can be 
used with good effect upon some soils 
in loosening them up. 
Ashes can be used for any crops 
that need potash and they may ba 
applied at the rate of twenty Ave to 
fifty bushels an acre. 
For cultivated 
crops they should he applied broad­ 
cast after the land has been harrowed 
and then cultivated in by a light har­ 
rowing. 
They can be used also as a 
top dressing in connection with phos­ 
phate fertilizers. 
As will be noticed. 
Professor Ten Eyck says that the u n ­ 
leached ashes a re worth $9 a ton. As 
a m atter of fact the 
leached ashes 
rarely have a value of more than $1 
to $2 a ton, as the potash and phos­ 
phoric acid are washed o u t 
If ashes 
are to be used they should be put In 
a dry place until ready for use, much 
or more care l>eing taken with them 
as with barnyard manure, 
And in 
this connection it m ight be well to 
s u r e th at Ashes 
should— never bg 
mixed with m anure of any sort, as It 
sets nitrogen free in the form of a m ­ 
monia gas, and the quality of both the 
ashes and 
the 
m anure 
is 
lowered. 
Sifted coal 
ashes, 
however, can bs 
used for that purpose, an they absorb 
liquids readily and, 
because of 
the 
small amount1 of potash they contain, 
do not liberate nitrogen. 
It would bo 
a good plan for those who have soils 
that need potash to collect all th* 
wood ashes they can and use them 
for fertilizer.

“I am w illing to plat ** facts, figures I 
and worked-Otti observations before a 
Joint tribunal of the scientific bodies ! 
of the world. 
In due course I shall be 
prepared to make public an announce­ 
ment that will effectually dispel any j 
doubt, if there can be such, of the fact 
that I have reached the pole. 
But, i 
knowing that I am right and that right !

Com- I 
mander Peary's dispatch denying that i 
Dr. Took had achieved the triumph j 
for which he has been feted and hon- I 
ored in Copenhagen beyond the lot of I 
any other private person, has been i 
read here with feelings of amazement 
and concern. 
But Dr. Cook himself 
seems in no wdse disturbed.

Some Detroit engineers have figured

The growth of the cement Industry 
in this country Is shown by the fact 
that representatives of plants valued 
at $350,000,000 attended a recent Chi­ 
cago cement show. 
A turbine pump for fire engines, 
driven by gasoline, In tests In Eng 
land, has proven Its ability to throw 
450 gallons of water a m inute with 
a ©toady, even pressure. 
The French government has begun 
its first coinage of aluminum frac­ 
tional c u rren c y to take the place of 
the old copper coins, which will be 
withdrawn from circulation. 
In recovering the telegraphic cables 
injur ed by th-# tBeillan eartlufuaka in 
the Strait of Messina, the curious fact 
was noted that parts of the cables 
seemed to have been burned. 
This is 
regarded as < onflrmlng the hypothesis 
that the great disaster should be at­ 
tributed to submarine volcanic dis- 
slons rather than to rock movements 
In the adjacent lands. 
The huge sea- 
waves that swept both coasts of the 
strait also Indicate a submarine ori­ 
gin. 
It Is possible, judging from the ex­ 
periments of Mona. E. Henriot, that 
potassium 
should he added to the 
short list of substances known to pos­ 
sess the 
property of radio-activity. 
The observed amount of radiation is 
small, but Monsieur Henriot thinks 
that It Ie not due to the presence of 
traces of some of the recognized radio­ 
active substances, 
but 
must arise 
either from the potassium Itself or 
from some unknown body associated 
with It. 
Below Cairo the Mississippi has a 
gradient of but a few Inches per mile; 
for the last 500 miles of Its course 
the Amazon has an average gradient 
of only an eighth of an Inch per mile; 
between Sorbat 
and 
Khartum the 
slope of the Nile Is only from a third 
to a half-inch per mile. 
But recent­ 
ly Dr, Isaiah Bowman and C. F. Gra­ 
ham have pointed out another surpris­ 
ing fact about the Mississippi, name­ 
ly: that not only is the bottom of the 
channel IOO feet below the level of 
the Gulf of Mexico 20 miles above 
New Orleans, but that the most north­ 
erly point where the river bottom oc­ 
curs at gulf-level Is 569 miles, by 
river, from the gulf. 
There are In­ 
termediate points where the bottom 
rises above gulf-level, but the first 
point where it attains that level Is 
888 miles, by river, from the gulf. 


During his extensive explorations In 
Central Asia, Dr. M. A. Stein discov­ 
ered In th© desert northeast of Kash­ 
mir remains of 
human occupation, 
among which were many manuscript 
leaves in Chinese, Sanskrit, and the 
unknown language of Khotan, which 
had been preserved by the covering 
of sand blown over them, although 
the buildings that originally contained 
them had been destroyed. 
Remains 
of stucco relievos and fresco*, as well 
as painted panels, had also been sluit 
larly preserved under their covering 
of sand. 
Lord C um in, speaking of 
the region explored by Do-tor Stein, 
says: "The Greeks, the Indo-Scythians, 
the Indians, the Huns, th© Tibetan©, 
the Chinese, all converge at this his­ 
torical rendezvous, anil th© sand over­ 
lays the records of their marches and 
meetings with Its kindly and protec­ 
tive mantle."

UlHntlnUr Fever. 
This la the name of an acute febrile 
disease in childhood, one of the group 
to w'hlch belong-; scarlet fever, measles 
and mumps. 
It differs from measle* 
and other eruptive fevers In that there 
is no rash, the local manifestation be­ 
ing a swelling of the glands in the 
neck, about and below the angle of 
the Jaw. 
The disease Is not of common occur­ 
rence; and this Is rather curious, for 
It seems to be eminently contagious, 
all the members of the household, at 
least all under 14 or 15 years, being 
affected when once the fever gets Into 
a house. 
Children are the ones who 
suffer chiefly. Infants In arms or very 
young children. Adults or those above 
15 years are not often attacked. 
The attack begins suddenly, usually 
a week or less after exposure to the 
contagion, with fever, sickness at the 
stomach or actual vomiting, coated | 
tongue, constipation and a stiff neck, i 
The appetite Is gone and swallowing 1 
Is painful. 
Any attem pt to move the 
child's head causes pain and la strong- j 
Iv resisted. 
Pressure on the side of 
the neck from the angle of the Jaw 
to the Adam’s apple Is usually also 
painful. 
The fever rises gradually for two 
or three days, reaching Its highest 
point about the third day. 
At this 
tim© 
also 
the enlargement 
of 
the 
glands of the neck becomes manifest 
to sight and touch. 
The enlargement may he on both 
sides, hut appears more often, per­ 
haps, on the left side first, runs its 
course there and then begins on the 
right 
It Is usually also more severe 
on the left side. 
hThe disease lasts a week or ten days 
as a rule, but may be prolonged to 
two 
weeks 
by 
successive crops of 
glandular enlargements. 
Ther*» is no real eruption, although 
sometimes the flush of the fever may 
take on a dusky red hue and simulate 
rash 
The fever continues so long as the 
swelling of the glands persists, and 
after Its subsidence the little patient 
Is usually wreak and pale for a time 
Glandular fever is almost never fa­ 
tal. but It may make the child pretty 
sick w’hll# It lasts. 
Th© treatment is 
simple 
The yintlent should he kept 
in bed In a wrell ventilated room as 
long as fh© f©\er lasts: 
and w’hen 
the disease Is over he will need good 
food 
lots of fresh air and possibly 
a tonic to overcome the anemia and 
debility

cessive supply of rhinoceri would soon 
reduce the m arket value. Five for sale 
at any tim# In the world wrould glut 
the market, for one can not sell a rhi­ 
noceros every day. 
The maintenance 
of wild animals is costly 
and they 
soon eat their value in food; so that 
every day they are on th© hunter's or 
the dealer’s hands he is losing money. 
After the animals are captured they 
have to be transported to the coast. 
This adds greatly to tho cost. 
Deliv­ 
ered at Nairobi or Ft. Florence, which 
are Inland and practically on the Afri­ 
can hunting field, a baby rhinoceros of 
the 
prehensile 
lipped 
species 
will 
bring from £75 to £100 sterling, a gi­ 
raffe from £50 to*£100 sieging, and a 
baby 
hippopotamus from £50 to £90 
sterling; elands and most of the large 
antelope from £25 to £40 sterling; ba­ 
boons from 5 to 20 shillings; monkeys 
about the same; crocodiles from 5 to 
25 shillings; 
elephants from £75 to 
£175 sterling; lions and leopards, with 
tho exception of the big black species 
of the latter, from £20 to £35, accord­ 
ing to size and condition. 
Tho gorilla 
and the square-muzzled (or so-called 
white) rhinoceros can be sold at auc­ 
tion by telegraph. Their value might 
run from £1.000 to £6,000, according 
to the bidding. 
The square-muzzled 
rhinoceros is fast becoming extermi­ 
nated, awing to the fact that it is a 
veld animal and feeds in th© open, 
where it Is easily seen and shot. 
The above prices are doubled by the 
time the animals 
reach 
the coast. 
Then there is the cost of transport 
from Africa to Antwerp, Hamburg or 
Lo*don, w ith the cost of food and care 
added as well as the additional ex­ 
pense of keeping the animals until a 
buyer appears on the scene. 
Prices In New York, of course, are 
naturally higher. 
William T. Horna- 
day, head of 
the 
Bronx Zoological 
Park, gives the following quotations: 
Ordinary 
black 
rhinoceros, $4,000; 
hippopotamus one 
year old, $2,600; 
elephant, two or three years, $2,500; 
giraffe, two to three years, $3,000; 
lion cub, $500; leopard, $100; zebra, 
$500 to $800; gorilla, type of monkey, 
$1,500; gnu, $800; antelope, from $100 
to $700, according to species; camel, 
$300; a python, $10 per foot of length. 
The longer the anim als are In America 
the better acclimatized they become, 
the higher go their valuations—from 
tw’o to three times the above figures.

Christmas comes but once a year 
and the Germans try to make the most 
of it. 
Of the 6,000.00 * families of the 
Kaispr’s emnlre it is said th at 5,500,- 
OOO purchase Christmas trees. 
The 
tree* usually are spruce, which grow# 
in all parts of Germany, 
The plant­ 
ing and the cutting of trees Is all un­ 
der control of the government officials, 
and it is thought that there is not 
now an evergreen growing In Ger­ 
many that was not artificially planted. 
In the initial stage the young plant* 
are set In rows about four feet apart, 
with the plants one foot apart in the 
row. 
As the trees develop they grad­ 
ually are thinned. 
When one foot 
high many are transplanted Into pots 
and form m iniature Christmas trees. 
But for this Yuletide m arket the for­ 
est plantings would have to be made 
farther apart or tile Dees cut out In 
thinning while small wrould have to 
be thrown away. 
Tills thinning la 
continuous until the trees have at­ 
tained a size suitable for sawing pur­ 
poses. 
The thinnings are used for fork and 
hoe 
handles, 
grapevine stakes, hop 
poles, bean poles, scaffolding, etc. The 
owner therefore does not have to awalt 
the m aturity of his forest before real­ 
izing an Income from it 
In the econ­ 
omy of cultivating a forest every twig 
Is saved, and even the leaves are raked 
up and sold. 
Old people and children 
find useful employment in doing such 
light and easy work and adding to- 
the family Income - Chicago Tribune .
